tion of having two 400 cubic 
inch engines that made more 
horsepower than the 455! The 
factory engineers hummed and 
hawed and gave the excuse that 
the GM policy change on put¬ 


ting engines larger than 400 cu¬ 
bic inches in the intermediate 
cars took them by surprise. But 
you see, those crafty devils were 
working on a big engine at the 
time. It was intended for the 
Bonneville seriesMsomething 
torquey and low-revving that 
would cause very little constabu¬ 
lary ruckus and would work 
great with the air conditioner.

THE HAMMER 

The hammer is a 
multi-purpose tool, especially 
when it comes to tune-ups and 
it can be extremely economical, 
too.

Some mechanics would argue,

If you don't believe me, consider 
that mechanics' wire is never 
available when you need it, 
while you can always find a 
coat-hanger and adapt it to any 
purpose. 

THE PIPE 

I prefer to use a two-foot 
length of two and a half-inch 
pipe. It can be adapted to fit 
over the end of any tool, and 
it’s excellent for either breaking 
loose stubborn bolts, or 


negotiating with customers. But 
some discretion should be 
used because, depending upon 
how strong you are, you can get 
upwards of two-hundred and 
fifty foot-pounds of torque at the 
business end and some people 
can’t take that.

O.J.'s T ech Tip 


It could be that the blow-by 
relief valve in your solid state 
ignition anti-point bounce 
circuit is at fault here. If this 
valve is stuck open, you’re 
going to get quite a bit of 
crankcase gas up through 
your distributor pressure 
vent. This could throw your 
timing off drastically because 


the anti-point bounce circuit 
is going to be giving a late 
impulse to the manifold vac¬ 
uum sensor. If it's stuck shut, 
you’ll receive firing signals 
from the nearest satellite and 
again, your timing will be off. 
Another possible explanation 
is that some jerk may have 
put the distributor in 180 de¬ 
grees out. 


Whenever you change the oil on your car 
you will often as not spill some. This can get 
messy and cause the car to smell like burn¬ 
ing oil when the engine gets hot. So, to all 
who read this column here is a very good 
tech tip which will eliminate this problem. 
Always have a good rag handy and wipe up 
the oil as it might spill.
